They are (old what lo eat and 
how fo cook it, that it is respectable now to appear in clothing 
that is considerably the worse for wear, that they should prac- 
tice the utmost economy in all things and at thfe same time 
spend money with a liberal hand in aid of the government and 
to "keep business going."
